"^Tbla powerful group, «et up originally to 
serve u traffic policemen for all measures, 
had long since gone Into the embalming busi- 
ness Acting as a sort of super-commtltee. It 
Interred bills right and left. Seldom did any- 
one try to combat Its decisions. 

It was this committee that lost year killed 
ma)or housing IcElslallon, after the aenate 
had parsed It and the house banking com- 
mittee bad recommended. 

This season the l6ia story on houalnf has 
been repeated In every detail save one. The 
rules are different. 

Responding lo taunts that the rules com- 
mittee exercises «utocratlc power over ItfgU- 
latlon and can defeat the will of the house 
majority.

The rules committee turned the 1949 
bill down, but chairman Bpcnce of the bank- 
ing committee had expected IhU and already 
had his discharge resolution on file. So the 
bill gets a new lease on ilfe, and may come 
up late In June, 

Speaker Raybum, a veteran legislator not 
given to ovenUtemenl, predlcU a housing 
bill will past at this session. If he Is right. It 
' will mark the flnt major aucceas of the new 
mle aimed at asaoring the majority ll« pro- 
per voice, , 

MaJortllM are not always rtghl They make

Whatever the merits of this particular 
housing bill. It might be a healthy lesion were 
It to pass the house and go to the President's 
desk It would prove lb the rules committee 
morticians that their embalmlnn day.< are 
over and they'd better get back to tHrrctlng 
traffic.
